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MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD

SUBJECT: Meeting with William Woodruff, on the staff of the Senate
Appropriations Committee, re RFE and RDC

1. I talked with William Woodruff, on the staff of the Senate

Appropriations Committee, regarding our conversation with Robert
Michaels, on the staff of the House Appropriations Committee, on

25X1 RFEIZ' Mr. Woodruff expressed some reluctance to see the
Radios funded by a letter of intent regarding the continuing appropriation.
He said Senator Russell is very much opposed to any action which would
constitute an expansion or stretching of the continuing resolution. In
Woodruff's opinion a better alternative would be to fund the Radios tem-
porarily by a withdrawal from the reserves which would be adjusted at
a later date.

2. Woodruff asked that we prepare a memorandum on the Radios
in view of the Chairman's sensitivities. I suggested that it would seem
desirable for Woodruff and Michaels to talk this over either between
themselves or with Mr. Ecker and myself or both. Woodruff agreed
that this was a good idea.

3. I advised Mr. Michaels of my conversation with Woodruff.
Michaels agreed it would be desirable to get together with Woodruff on
this. I said we would be perfectly happy to get together with them when-
ever they wished. I will keep after them on this and related topics.

5. Received a call from Mr. Francis Hewitt,
Senate Appropriations Committee staff, who advised that Mr. Guy McConnell,
who is retired from the Army and is a regular on the staff of the Committee,
will be sitting in on CIA briefings. It was requested that Mr. McConnell be
processed for appropriate clearances.

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6. I alerted Bill Woodruff, Senate Appropriations

Committee staff, to the Director's appearance before the Senate Foreign

Relations Committee on Monday with Secretary of Defense Laird. Woodruff
said that Senator Russell is presently out of town but he (Woodruff) appreciated

our letting him know about this.

7. Hand carried to John Stark, Staff Director
of the Joint Economic Committee, some suggested questions which might be
used in the Committee's upcoming hearings on current national policy choices
in the Soviet Union. Stark was very favorably impressed with these questions.
There will be no attribution to the Agency in the use of these questions. Stark
asked that we let him know when we receive a letter from Repre sentative Hale
Boggs concerning these studies which are already being coordinated through

the Library of Congress.

8. Met with Representative Glenard P. Lipscomb
to provide him, in ‘response to his request, with material on Rumanian
vehicle shipments to North Vietnam. He asked that we revise this material
and supply it in an unclassified form. He also expressed concern over the
infrequent meetings of the Agency House Appropriations Committee. See
Memo for the Record for details.

9. In a chance encounter I asked Ken Belieu,
Deputy Assistant to the Fresiaent for Congres sional Relations, if he had done
anything more regarding our problem with the Ervin bill (S.782) and told him
we still hoped to get together for a full discussion of it. I also said we were
exploring the possibility of contacting Senators Robert Byrd, Roman Hruska
and Strom Thurmond in this connection. He said after we had gotten a reading
on this he would like to know the results and we could see where we went from

there,

10. Was advised by Marion Ball, USIA, that a
Mr. DeKieffen, Senate Republican Policy Committee, was interested in receiving
supplementary FBIS material. I called Mr. DeKieffen to outline the information
that is available. He decided the Committee would like to received the FBIS Daily

" Summaries for the Soviet Union, Communist China and Asia/Pacific, in addition

to the White Book they already receive. I have requested FBIS to begin sending
the three new Summaries to the Committee.

3. Talked briefly with Bill Woodruff, on the
staff of the Senate Appropriations Comumittee, mentioning the Kraslow
and Grose columns of this morning's paper and the fact that the Director
had been asked to again appear before the Senate Foreign Relations

- Committee.

I told Woodruff that as soon as he was available we would
like to talk with him with regard to the RDC program and asked that
he not reach any judgement about this until we have had an opportunity
to talk with him. He agreed and said it probably would be sometime
next week before he would be finished with the Defense Appropriations
hearings.

I advised Woodruff of our contacts with Ken Bel.ieu, of the
White House, and our intention to be in touch with Senators Robert Byrd
(D.,W. Va. ), Roman Hruska (R., Neb.) and Strom Thurmond (R.,S. Car.)
or their principal legislative as sistants with regard to the '
Ervin bill, S.782., Woodruff agreed that we should go ahead as planned
adding that he would be glad to discuss the Agency problems with this bill
with any of these members if they should approach him on it.

25X1 4, | | Met with Joseph Owens, on the staff
of Senator Robert Byrd (D., W.Va.), and briefed him on the Agency's
problems with regard to the Ervin bill, S.782. I told him it was our
understanding that Senator Ervin was polling the members of the
Constitutional Rights Subcommittee (of which Senator Byrd is a member)
and that I was merely attempting to inform them of our concern of
the bill. Owens seemed to appreciate our contacting him on this and said
he would discuss the matter with Senator Byrd. Owens had been away on
military leave and appeared to be unaware of the letter from Senator Ervin
asking the members of the Subcommittee their views on S.782. He will
look into it, however, and be back in touch with us if any further information
is needed.

Senator Thomas Dodd (D., Conn. ), concerning his letter to us enclosing an
article from the Jerusalem Post alleging that the Soviet Union and France
are engaging in a conspiracy against Israel which could back the United

 States into a corner. I advised Martin that,as he indicated in his letter to us,

the article was a trifle farfetched. I added that the author, who is a 74 year
old lawyer, judge and strong Zionist, has written other articles along these
same lines and could be expected to take this kind of position. I went on to
say we had no information to support the extreme situation which he portravys.

13. | | Dropped by the office of Jim Gehrig, Staff Director,
Senate Space Committee, to be sure he had been alerted to the most recent
Soviet space activity. Gehrig was vaguely aware of this but appreciated my
dropping by to fill him in on some details. ‘

14, Called Bill Woodruff, Senate Appropriations

Committee staff, and reminded him of our readiness to brief him on the

Soviet MRV and MIRV developments and said Mr. Duckett would be available

this afternoon. Woodruff said he was indeed interested in having the briefing25X1A
and said he would let us know as soon as he was available, possibly this

afternoon.

I explained that we had just learned that
Senator John McClellan (D., Ark. ) was pushing for complete exemption for
CIA and the FBI, and I asked BelLieu's view of our now approaching
Senators Robert Byrd (D.,W.Va.), Roman Hruska (R., Neb.), and Strom
Thurmond R.,S. Car.). Belieu thought we should go ahead, saying he
would be glad to contact Hruska and Byrd on our behalf. He suggested we
move cautiously on Thurmond, but agreed with my suggestion that we at
least take a sounding with some member of Thurmond's staff to see whethex
Thurmond might be sympathetic before talking to Thurmond directly.
